He 
waved the heavy blade above his head. 
The crowd fell back a second, then rush- 
ed upon the o.range plume with a tre- 
mendous roar.

•licw«. one-ot them brandishing two sclf- 
cccklng rcvol%-crs. In seven minutes the 
street was the scene of a terrible bat- 
tle.

FORMO8AN BATTLES. 


Tho Chinese anil ISl.it U Flags Kuslly De- 


feated by tbe .Tiipancftc. 


Snn Francisco. July 4. — The steamer 


Rio de Janeiro arrived to-day from .Yo- 
kohama and Hong Kong. She brings fur- 
ther particulars regarding tho lighting at 
Formosa. The United Press correspond- 
out says: 
^Toklo. June ID.—The formal transfer of 
Formosa to Japan was made Juno 2, but 
Vieerov Kabayma had not awaited the 
ceremony before commencing the task of 
bringing tho Island undor Japanese sway. 
As soon as Lin Yung-Fu dlsco%orod that 
ho' could not retain his property rights, 
without becoming a Japanese, subject, he 
nnd Tang di%-Idod the business • of de- 
fence between them; Tang taking the 
north of tho Island and Liu Yung-Fu the 
south.* A point on the northeast coast, 
J>otwcen_S.imlao_j>nd Sjott, was selected, 
for tho Japanese landing. 
On Juno 2 


Zhul-Fang was reached 
and 
attacked 


from three sides. The battery which had 
fired very busily and fruitlessly on the 
preceding day wrfs quickly stormed and 
the Chinese, some 1300 In number, v^jro 
driven .pell-mell from the village. JJno 
hundred and thirty Chinese wer.o loft on 
the.'field and they lost 30 prisoners. The 
casualties on the Jnpanes'slde were nine 
killed and 10 wounded. Ke Lung was at- 
tacked tho next day. 


The operations <jf assault commejocd 


nt 6 a. m.. but not until 5 In the evening 
hart tho clacc fallen completely Into Jap- 
anese possession. -Six thousand CTiTnos-e 
had token part In tho defence; 1700 Jap- 
anese In the attack. The former lost SCO 
men; the latter 3 killed and 29 wounded— 
a disparity due In part to the superiority 
of the Japanese arms and to the fact 
that smokeless powder was used by the 
assailants. The whole of northern For- 
mosa Is In Japanese possession and the 
reoublle Is at an end. But Liu. the ex- 
chtet <of the black-flags, remains to be 
dealt with In the south and may yet give 
much trouble.

The IMoclitera of Ibo Ketolutlon Mark a 


HUtorlc Spot. 


The exercises yesterday morning ac- 


companying the marking- of the place 
where the first stake was driven In this 
city, were brief but appropriate, and ot 
great interest. 
-i-ncy were under tho 


ausolces of Zcbulon Pike chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
By 10 o'clock the corner of Cascade arid 
Pike's Peak avenues was crowded with 
people. Among them were many little 
folks from tho public schools, who will 
long remember the service. 
Also there 
were present such old-timers as Hon. B. 
F. Crowell. who lived here about 10 or 
more years before the first stake was 
driven. 
• Tho sun beat down In good old Fourth 
of July style and tried his best to make 
things gar- He did succeed in making 
a hot time but that did not affect the 
people who wanted to hear and see. 


A section; ot the corner post of the- Low 
book store has been removed and there 
has been suBstituted a stone on which Is 
the Inscription, "The First Stake of the 
fountain Colony was Driven Here. July 
31. U>7i—D. A. R.. July 4. 1895." 


This- stone -was taken from the home- 
stead of Miss A. A. \varicn in Bear 
Creek canon, and was presented by Miss 
Wai ten, who Is an old-time resident of 
Colorado Springs nnd one who has al- 
ways taken a ijreat pride and interest in 
its Kiowth. The exercises were opened 
by Mrs. W. F. Slocum, State regent of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. She gave a clear and concise state- 
ment of the alms and objects of the or- 
der. She said that In the society now 
ore 10,000 women, descendants of people 
who gave some sen-Ice In the cause of 
liberty during the Revolutionary war. 
Among tho alms of tho society Is the 
marking of historical spots and preserv- 
ing them. 
It is recommended to the 
chapter by the grand chapter to name 
tho local chapters after men who in some 
way seited the country previous to 1820. 
In searching for a name that would ful- 
fill that requirement the only one that" 
had a local connection was that of Zcb- 
ulon Pike. Here we have no revolution- 
ary or other historical spots to mark, but 
we have a history that we are proud of, 
a home that we are-Krateful for and It 
had been deemed Appropriate that this 
spot should be marked. 


Mrs. Slocum Introduced General Wm. J. 


Palmer to certify to tho spot where tho 
stake was driven. General Palmer pro- 
ceeded to tell some of the history of the 
beginning of the town. It was the first 
time that some of the facts have ever 
been told and they were of great Interest. 
General Palmer, It should be remember- 
ed, was the president of the Colony com- 
pany and isj still nt tho head of the Colo- 
rado Springs company. After saying a 
few words thanking the Daughters of tho 
American Revolution on behalf of tho 
nloneers that thcv should think any ef- 
fort of theirs worthy of such an honor 
ns this. General ,Polmer spoke of the col- 
onv. The Inception of Colorado Springs 
had Its origin with Captain Colton, now 
of Salt Lake, who wn<» an nfllcer on Gen- 
eral Palmer's staff during tfie war. They 
had been nt work on the construction of 
the Kansas Pacific road, then building 
Into I)on\er. -Ke^ had- >>o<xn down this way 
and fcon the spot.
